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VIEW OF THE "OOLLEGIA’ OAKLAND, 


The ‘site for this College, ‘containing one 
hundred and forty. acres, has already been 
procured. It is within the limits of Oakland, 
towards the mouth of the bay, and about 
five miles from the College School. In selecting 
this site the Board of Trustees have been won- 
derfully successful; a better location for a liter- 


ary institution, one enjoying greater natural ad- 
vantages, we venture to say, cannot be found in 
our country. To the lover of the beautiful in 
nature, it is truly a delightful spot. It is situ- 
ated on a gently rising tract of land, at the foot 
of the coast range of hills, facing the South. 
Directly in front is the bay of San. Francisco, 
with its arms and inlets, its islands and wind- 
full in view, through which. you look out t upon 
the broad Paciſie, over the Farrelones, to where 
the horizon is formed by the meeting of sky and 
water. Tothe south-east the eye passes along the 
bay to the beautiful valley of San José. On the 
north, and forming a beautiful back- ground, rise

the churches increased, and a spirit ‘ot enterprise 
awakened, and an acknowledgment of responsibility 
on the part of Christians, such as we have not be- 
fore known. From these meetings, ministers and 
_ Gelégates have returned to their ‘several fields with | no 
feelings of gratitude for the fraternal greetings and 
Christian commanion here enjoyed, and with hearts 
lifted up in prayer to God; that when they meet 
again the wonderful works of God in the kingdom 
of grace shall fill the messages of the churches. — 

The feeling of sadness. which at times gave tone 
to the meetings, in view of thelack of ministers, and 
the constant diminution of the number already on 
the ground, was much relieved by the determination, 
expressed and manifested, to raise up from the 
churches already planted a ministry for California. 
One of the ministers made a fair and liberal offer to 
any young man of proper qualifications, to give him 
his board and all the instruction in his power, who 
will stady for the ministry. The report on this sub- 
ject which is contained in our columns is true ex- 
pression of feeling now existing on this subject. 
This is indeed a most hopeful feature, and what is 
more, some four or five young men were reported as 
baviug ‘already turned their attention to this great 
work. This is the true ground to take. It is taken 
also, we think, just at the right time. 

The institution of learning which the ministers 
of the Synod and Association and the churches un- 
der their care, have so long labored to establish, is 
now in a condition that it can supply the means of 


2 liberal education to all who may desire it, and the 


Trustees of the College will do all in their power to 
aid cheerfully those who may ask it. 

The preliminary steps for the organization of a 
Pacific: Missionary Society, will also distinguish 
the meetings just held, with more than common in- 
terest.’ The contemplation of such a thing shows 
of itself a feeling, a determination to do to the ex- 
tent of their power, and as God gives ability to the 
churches, in building up the kingdom of Christ on 
the Pacific shores.
